The national forests pay 25 per cent of their 
gross receipts to local communities, Lands-undcr- 
mineral lease pay 37W per cent of royalties received. 
Land-uUlUatlon projects of the soil conservation 
service pay 35 per cent of net receipts. Federal power 
commUjlon projects pay 374 per cent of license
